Symphony  Scores  in  Thursday 
Concert  Under  LeRoy  J.  Robertson

• New  laurels  were  won  by  the 
symphony  orchestra  in  its  concert 
in  the  Provo  tabernacle  Thursday 
evening.  Playing  to  an  enthusiastic 
and  attentive  audience,  the  orches- 
tra acquitted  itself  nobly  in  the 
performance  of  a very  difficult 
program. 

Most  outstanding  numbers  were 
the  overture  to  the  opera  “Der 
Freichutz’’  by  von  Weber,  admit- 
tedly one  of  the  finest  compositions 
written  for  orchestra:  and  the 
Scheherazada  Suite  by  Rimski- 
Korsakov.  This  is  a iiHisical  tale 
of  Scheherazada,  wife  of  the  Sultan 
Schahriar;  of  how  she  changes  his 


mind  about  killing  her  by  telling 
him  stories  so  interesting  he  wants 
to  continue  hearing  them. 

The  Scheherazada  theme  which 
rccurrs  throughout  the  four  move- 
ments was  played  by  the  concert 
master,  Dearwyn  Sdrdoni.  The 
passages,  which  were  extremely 
difficult,  were  played  with  precis- 
ion and  skill. 

Members  of  the  orchestra  feel 
that  the  greatest  part  of  the  credit 
for  the  success  should  go  the  Pro- 
fessor Robertson,  whose  untiring 
patience  and  great  ability  as  a con- 
ductor have  won  him  admiration 
and  respect. 


Jensen  Discusses 
European  Situation 

• The  Hitler  speech  on  the  resig- 
nation of  Anthony  Eden,  England’s 
foreign  minister,  was  the  subject 
used  for  discussion  by  Dr.  Christen 
Jensen  at  the  International  Rela- 
tions club  Monday. 

Dr.  Jensen  summed  up  the  events 
surrounding  Eden’s  resignation 
and  stated  the  vital  parts  of  Hitler’s 
speech.  With  the  statement  “All 
the  world  is  guessing  today  on  the 
ultimate  outcome  of  this  latest 
foreign  situation”,  he  concluded  his 
talk. 

'Events  of  the  last  few  weeks 
in  foreign  affairs”  was  the  topic 
used  for  a round  table  discussion. 

The  period  was  closed  with  dis- 
cussion of  plans  for  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Conference  to  be  held 
here  next  fall,  led  by  Edward  Moc. 
president  of  the  club.

It  is  to  be  an  occasion  for  mu- 
tual exchange  of  ideas  between 
students  and  teachers  relative  to 
the  various  problems  of  university 
life,  according  to  Dr.  Lloyd.

Much  of  the  work  relates  direct- 
ly to  agricultural  problems,  but 
many  projects  deal  with  food  pres- 
ervation, nutritional  values,  textiles 
and  clothing,  and  other  related  sub- 
jects.

Man  Utilizes 
Three  Separate 
Systems  In  Speech 

0 “The  human  body  has  no  organ 
designed  strictly  for  speech,’’  said 
Dr.  Alo-nzo  J.  Morley  in  a recent 
interview.  “Man  has  organized 
three  separate  systems  in  order  to 
speak,  but  the  original  functions  of 
each  of  these  three  systems  are 
prin^ary  to  the  speaking  function.’’ 
The  respiratory  system  is  funda- 
mentally designed  to  supply  the 
body  with  oxygen  and  to  eliminate 
poisonous  gases.  The  articulatory 
system  composed  of  the  tongue, 
teeth,  lips,  and  hard  and  soft  pal- 
ates is  designed  to  prepare  food  for 
the  use  of  the  body.  T^e  phonative 
or  sound  making  system  is  used 
primarily  to  give  warning  of  dang- 
er and  to  call  to  members  of  the 
species.  By  combining  the  muscles 
and  organs  of  these  systems,  man 
has  developed  ability  to  make  a 
series  of  sounds  which  express 
thought.
